Texas and the Consolidation 
of Railways. 
The tentative plan which was put 
out by the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission about two years ago in order 
to provoke criticism and to encourage

both those favoring consolidation and 
those opposed, have objected to these 
proposed systems. 
It is felt that if 
the Rock Island be given to the 
.Southern Pacific that the .Southern 
Pacific may lose interest in Texas 
ports upon the Atlantic seaboard and 
that we may not have in Texas water 
compelled rates as in the past. 
The 
communities like Port A rthur object 
to the proposed Missouri-Pacific com­ 
bination because the Missouri-Pacific 
is 
financially 
interested 
in 
New 
Orleans, and since the Kansas City 
Southern is given in the tentative 
plan to the Missouri Pacific, Port 
Arthur fears that the Missouri Pacific 
would 
route 
its 
tonnage 
to 
New 
Orleans and would not be as mucn 
interested in developing Texas ports. 
The tentative plan of consolidation 
proposes to give the Fort W orth & 
Denver City Railway to the Santa Fe. 
This is objectionable to most of the 
people served in Northwest Texas by 
these properties. 
Heretofore, as new 
i counties and areas have developed bn 
the Plains in the northwest part of 
the state, the Santa Fe and the 
Denver, each has constructed a feeder 
of short lim* to protect its interest 
in 
the 
territory. 
If 
the 
Denver 
should be given to the Santa Fe, 
there would no longer be any incen­ 
tive to build these short lines for all 
of the freight whether it should go 
east or west by truck would have to 
go out or be brought in on Hie Santa 
Fe, 
if 
the 
Santa 
Fe 
owned 
the 
Denver. 
The Denver is now ow ned 
by the Burlington interests, which 
also own a half interest in the Trinity 
£ Brazos Valley. 
The Burlington 
interests 
want 
to 
come 
into and 
across Texas to the gulf and they 
strenuously object to being deprived 
of the Denver and losing their outlet 
to tho ('.nil of Mexico. 
It 
would 
certain^ be of advantage lo Texas 
to have a strong system like tho Bur 
lington come into trie state as a 
competitor to such properties as the 
Santa Fe. 
T h e 
Frisco, 
the 
Kat> 
and 
the 
Cotton Belt ar* parallel and c o m p e t ­ 
ing lines out ol St. Louis and Kansas 
City into Texas points. 
The consoli­ 
date ii of these roads will eliminate 
competition that has long existed and 
will not constitute ; 
stem strong 
enough to stand up by the side of 
the I nion Pacific, the Burlington or 
t h ' Southern Pacific or Santa Fe. 
Thai is to say. such a system would I 
inertly perpetuate the problem of the 
weak road, for rates that would he 
sufficient *o sustain the Frisco- Katy 
Cotton Belt would bring undue pros- 
p‘. ray to the strong systems of the 
wast and rates thai would bring a 
fair i< fe m to the strong systems 
would bankrupt the weaker Frisco- 
Kttty-Ccttcn Belt system. 
Since congress has commanded that 
the .at' -slate Comm* .-ce Commission 
prepare this plan for consolidation, 
and rince there are powerful finan­ 
cial ini*' 'sis and political interests 
that are opposing' any modification 
of the law, and sine* we do not know 
what ti.* courts "ill finally hold with 
r«d* r* ne** to its constitutionality, it is 
necessary that we in Texas play sate; 
that is, we must get from the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission as favor­ 
able a plan as possible, for the plan 
put out by th*- Interstate Commerce 
Commission 
may possibly 
be sus­ 
tained and under it the railroads may 
c o n s o lid a te in spit* of all that the 
opponents cd consolidation may do. 
That I eing true, Texas is demanding 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion ver\ radical changes in its tenta­ 
tive proposal. 
For example, it is 
asking that whatever great systems 
are created west of **ie Mississippi 
liver that they shall lie brought into 
and across Texas; that tim proposed 
Frisco-Katy-Cotton Belt consolidation 
he abandoned and thnr fliest* proper­ 
ties be urged to bring such ro a d s as 
the Union Pacific and tne Burlington 
into Texas. 
In that wav existing competition 
would b*> preserved an(i the great 
systems would be interested in Texas 
and would seek to (lev* lop tlu ir Texs 
properties, and would encourage the 
'agricultural, commercial and indie 
trial development of th*' state. 
That 
would he an infinitely better plan 
than the tentative one which would 
fix upon the southwest two relatively! 
weak systems that give no promise I 
during this generation of being able] 
to compete with the strong system.--. 
la fact, wre might have to look for­ 
ward to bankruptcies, receiverships 
aad the unsatisfactory service attend­ 
ing the financial failure of railroad 
companies. 
Moreover, modifications 
such as requested in the plan would 
bring across Texas much heavier ton­ 
nage than would be possible under 
the tentative plan, and this would 
encourage the rapid improvement of 
roadbeds, of equipment and of serv­ 
ice.

So rapid and many-sided has been 
her j th*' dev elopment of home demonstra­ 
tion work in Texas, mn great has the 
general interest in it become that it 
lias been impossible for those respon­ 
sible for its direction to keep in clos*' 
touch with all phases of tho work, 
hence an effort to measure somewhat 
the results accompltsaed can take 
cognizance of only the outstanding 
features. 
The newly awakened and 
wide spread interest among thousands 
of farms girls in tho study of practi­ 
cal home economics, the cager reach­ 
ing out on the part of farm women 
toward th*' opportunities to receive 
practical and direct help with their 
immediate problems in the effort to 
improve their communities, homes 
and themselves as home-makers, the 
spirit of both town and country, tile 
j increasing desire for service, these 
intangible 
things- the greatest 
ol 
all 
can not be analyzed, measured 
or described. 
The can only be felt. 
The productive work for women 
and girls is a part of the nutrition 
program of th*' home demonstration 
work. 
There are now more than four 


i hundred thousand farms in Texas. 
In the 1920 agricultural census over 
thirty per cent of these farms did not 
report gardens; 
thirty-five per cent 
di*i not report chickens raised; 
and 
only fifty per cent reported milk pro­ 
d u c e d . 
Investigation ti as shown mal­ 
nutrition among rural children as 
high as seventy-five per cent in some 
Texas 
c o u n t i e s , traceable often to 
inadequate diet or to a lack of milk 
and fresh vegetables 
lienee reason 
lo: 
beginning our mirrition work 
with production of those tilings most 
essential to t lie diet. 
Last year there was a noticeable 
increase of interest among women, 
more than live thousand being en­ 
rolled as garden demonstrators, while 
thirty-six 
hundred 
uirls wore also 
ga rd en demist ra t ors. 
The total yield of vegetables and 
fruits under demonstration methods 
this year was 2,67G,S26 pounds. Most 
of this was used at nom*', the quan­ 
tity thus used being valued at about 
*217.*73.TF 
But tim quantity sold 
fresh was valued at $94,SGS.OO, thus 
proving quite a source til revenue to 
th* farm gills and women. 
However, 
th** most gratifying result is in the 
improvement of the family diet, by 
the use of mon* vegetables and fruit. 
With only 
fifty per cent of th*’ 
farms of Texas reporting milk pro­ 
duced. there is certainly a big task 
ahead of our home demonstration 
workers. 
The interest in this phase 
of the work has grown mon slowly 
than in any other. 
But tho slow tie 
progress has been steady. 
Iii last 
November more than rour thousand 
demonstrators enrolled in care and 
utilization of milk and milk products. 
Furthermore the county reports indi­ 
cate that the emphasis is being placed 
upon the utilization of milk and milk 
products in til*- I amity diet rather 
than on the commericial aspect. 
This 
is as home demonstation work would 
have it and this tendency is therefore 
gratifying. 
One of the influences 
acting in this direction is improved 
school lunch project now being con­ 
ducted by th** extension department. 
It includes both cold runch brought 
from bom** and the supplementary 
hot lunch dish being served in rural 
schools. 
Iii connection with th*' cold 
lunch, many children now take milk 
to school to drink. 
Th*' use of milk 
in the hot dish is emphasized, soup, 
chocolate or a 
creamed 
vegetable 
usually being served. 
Seventy-two 
rural schools iii twenty-two counties 
are now serving supplementary hot 
dishes and over nine thousand chil­ 
dren are drinking milk at school. 
The 
improvement 
in 
health as a 
result of this one thing can not be 
estimated and over-shadows by far 
the money value of dairy work with 
women and girls. 
One of th* impor­ 
tant tilings in this connection is to 
stimulate the production of milk for 
home use on a larger number of 
farms. 
Poultry work among both club girls 
i and women has grown rapidly. There 
is a noticeable increase in the raising 
| of turkeys, ducks, guineas and gee se 
bv both girls and women. The turkey 
industry i particularly' a growing one 
in Texas, and here is an opportunity 
fo r still greater work in poultry pro­ 
duction. 
Last y. ar I w < nty-seven girl- 


and two 
hundred and eighty-nine 
women were enrolled as demonstra­ 
tors. 
The total value of the products 
is reported as $52,961.50. 
There are several1 big aims in food 
preservation work. 
One is to put the 
surplus from the garden and orchard 
into the pantry of the farm home, to 
be used in the family diet when fresh 
fruits and vegetables are not obtain­ 
able. 
Another is to fill the pantry 
in order to save th** rainily pocket- 
book and a third is to add to the 
family income by sal*- of products. 
Many thousands of pounds of meat 
have been cured ana thousands of 
pounds of sausage, soap and other 
pod nets have been made under home 
demostration 
methods. 
The 
total 
value of this work is reported as 
$331,397.59. 
Meat canning of all kinds has come 
to be a large part of trie food preser­ 
vation work in Texas. 
The price of 
beef cattle, hogs and other livestock 
has gone down. 
Meat at the market 
remained high. 
Iii most sections of 
th*' stai*' ii is difficult to save meat. 
The use of the steam pressure, of 
sanitary cans and sealer has made 
the work easy and bas insured til*' 
quality of til*' product. 
The canning 
of beef, pork and chickens has become 
v * ry popular. 
In all food work lessons in nutri­ 
tion have been emphasized. 
Each 
kind of food has been studied with 
reference to its place in the diet, but 
in the girls’ plan of work there is a 
definite outline in cookery required 
for each year. 
The women have been 
deeply interested in all phases of food 
preparation. 
The utilization of vege­ 
tables, eggs and milk in the diet and 
the making of better bread have been |j 
emphasized.
